AFTER BITTER FIGHT, ASKS
WILSON TO WITHDRAW
NOMINATION

WILSON IS BITTER

Scores Parties Who So Unjustly
Fought the Nomination and
Defends Jones

(By Assoclated Press)

Whshi:fgton, July 23 —Presfdent
Wilson late today ended the bitterest
fight of his administration by with-
drawing the nomination of Thomas D.
Jones, of Chicago, to be o member of
the federal reserve hoard. Mr. Jones
had written urging this action.

The message of witiidrawal reached
the eenate just as Sonator Reed of
Missourl, one of the democrats oppos-
Ing confirmation of the appointment,
was concluding o vigorous denuncia-
tion of the International Harvester
company, of which Mr, Jones is a di-
rector, and those re}spopslhle for its
existence and operations. It created
a mild sensation and cut short a de.
bate that promised to run indefinitely.

With the brief message, the presi-
dent sent coples of Mr. Jones' letter
and hils reply, Oppesition to the nom-
inee had been based on his connec}lnn
with the Harvester company, which is
under indictment as a trust. The scn-
ate banking committce had submitted
a majority report adverse to confirma.
tlon, slgned by all the republican and
two democrate members. Mr. Jones
wrote that thig report was “based on &
distortion of facts and perverslon of
the truth.”

In his reply, President Wileon ac-
cepted Mr. Jones' suggestion with re-
luctance and scored those who, he
sald, had treated his nominee with
“gross and manifest injustice,” He
disclaimed any embarrassment  in
etanding by a man he belleved in, but
declared he was unwlilling 'to allow

‘Correspondence between the prest-
dent and Mr. Jones made public at tha
white house today followa in part:

“Chilecago, July 20, 1914.
“My Dear Mr. Prasident:

*1 have reachied a definlte conclis-
fon that it 18 my duty to ask youn to
withdraw my nomindation ng a mem-
ber of the federal reserve bhoard. You
are aware that I was in no gense
whatever an applicant for the office. It
was with the gravest reluctance that
I agreed to accept the honorable but
heavy burdens of that office in cage
my nomination were sent to the sen-
ate and confirmed by it. I did not
then anticlpate a protracted and bit-
ter contest. At the invitation of the
committee on 'banking and currency,
1 willingly appeared bagfore it and 1
endeavored to anawer with -+ entire
frankness all the guestions that were
asked and my testimony was made
publie at iny request, - !

“It Ig not for me to surmise motives
or to complain of results, That my
nomination and the controversy that
has arisen ocer it in the committee on
banking and currenoy Is serlously em-
barrassing your administration and is
ceusing injury to the party of which
you are the leader is too clear to ad-
mit of any doubt. And In vigw of the
character of the report' made by the
majority of the committes on banking
and currency, much of it baser on dls-
tortion of facte and perversion of
truth—I feel convincad even if the
normnation ‘were con:{'med by the
senate my usefulncss as a member of
